If Harvard is buildings in space, MIT is 
the opposite: outdoor spaces caught in a 
continuous network of building.

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President's Reception, John F. Kennedy Library, February 6, 1983 


February was a busy month for the 
Chapter. One event which was particularly 
enjoyable was the President’s Reception at 
the Kennedy Library on the 6th. The good 
weather and good turn out made the even- 
ing a success. 


In a more serious vein, the accelerated 
pace of development in Boston is both 
cause for satisfaction at the continued 
economic health of our City, and cause 
for concern regarding the proper role of 
the professional community in the devel- 
opment process. For those who may have 
missed it, the following letter sent on 
behalf of the BSA was published in the 
Boston GLOBE on February 13th. 


To the Editor: 


Your article, It’s the Developer’s Town 
(GLOBE, 30 Jan 83) by Robert Camp- 
bell offers yet another illuminating and 
thought provoking piece in your series 
on planning and development in our 
city. The Boston Society of Architects 
(BSA) believes that there are two basic 
prerequisites to sound urban develop- 
ment: goals held in common and an 
open process. 


First, goals for development, reached 
in a public forum, with the aid of ex- 
perienced design, planning and eco- 
nomic professionals, can produce a 
consensus among users. Performance 
standards (used with success in other 
U.S. cities) have replaced the notion of 
a static ‘‘plan,’’ and should be consid- 
ered for adoption here. Specific project 
evaluations could be made against such 
standards, allowing greater flexibility in 
the planning process. 


Second, an open process for design 
evaluation, public response and 
developer selection is required to en- 
sure proper representation of the goals 
or modification of the goals when 
tested against the evolving realities of 
development. The open process is cen- 


tral to enforcement. Otherwise devel- 
opment can become capricious, lacking 
a mechanism for participation by a 
community with vested interests at 
appropriate points in the process. For 
example, public presentation of design 
and economic guidelines for a project 
and incorporation of response, before 
developer proposals are requested, 
would go a long way towards reducing 
or eliminating public questions later 
on. 


Predictability is essential to a healthy 
and beneficial development climate — 
ask any developer. With the goals 
stated, and foreknowledge of how they 
will be enforced, development can hap- 
pen in a way that serves our city in its 
best democratic manner. 


The BSA, through its Urban Design, 
Historic Resources, and other commit- 
tees, through its representatives to 
numerous public agencies and through 
participation in community groups 
throughout the city, continues to seek 
a formulation of goals and openness of 
process. We have been working on a 
limited basis on a few specific projects 
at the staff level with the BRA, and 
are encouraged by the potentials of 
these initiatives. We are supporting the 
Boston 2000 Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce in the develop- 
ment of a forum for addressing plan- 
ning issues. 


We believe that stated goals and open 
process is essential to the long range 
success of the development process. 
The BSA will work cooperatively and 
actively with a municipal administra- 
tion which shares and will act upon 
these concerns.

Grassroots is an intensive yet entertaining 
2% day Workshop of listening, learning 
and being listened to by AIA leaders, 
staff and selected speakers. The thrust is 
to give the President Elect from all com- 
ponents the information necessary to plan 
a productive term as President of their 
component. Grassroots would also be of 
interest to those members who (1) want a 
general understanding of AIA functions 
and service (2) have ideas which they want 
to share with AIA leadership and other 
members (3) wish to devote some energy 
to lifting the presence of Architecture and 
image of the Architect in the mind of the 
public. 


The emphasis for the AIA in the 80’s is 
Architecture — Good Architecture. If we 
promote good architecture the public will 
be served, as well as be made aware of 
what good architecture is, how it is 
achieved, why it is better, how it can im- 
prove the quality of life, how it can be 
more economical, and how it can improve 
productivity. The message is there — AIA 
is leading the Profession of Architecture 
rather than promoting a few of its mem- 
bers. AIA is stressing a quality that has 
substance rather than serving itself. The 
five major areas AIA will be addressing 
(under the umbrella of ‘‘Directions 
‘80’s’’) are: Body of Knowledge, Educa- 
tion, Public Policy, Communications and 
Organization. Watch for these key phrases 
— perhaps our component leaders can use 
them as topics for fifteen minute cross talk 
sessions at five regular chapter meetings. 


How do we want the AIA serving its com- 
ponents? Let your Officers know of your 
thoughts and they or you can communi- 
cate directly with the Component 
Resources Committee who is studying this 
question. That committee has the follow- 
ing change: (1) address component issues, 
priorities, program opportunities and con- 
cerns; (2) address the components role in 
implementation of Directions ’80’s, 
especially in the area of organizational 
goals; (3) assist in collecting and dis- 


seminating information about component 
programs and operations; (4) update the 
Component Operations Manual; and (5) 
serve as resource persons to the compo- 
nent assistance program. We hope by find- 
ing the appropriate answers we can help 
our components be more effective and the 
Institute’s resources more available. 


Finally, two points that become obvious 
from a Grassroots convention: (1) How 
important it is that every President Elect 
have the benefit of the Grassroots presen- 
tations to prepare them for an effective 
term as President and (2) The advantage 
of having a Chapter Office with full or 
part time Executive Director and/or staff. 
In the Chapter area this increases the level 
of public awareness of the profession; 
raises the visibility of the Architect; pro- 
vides a legitimate platform for involve- 
ment in local issues concerning the profes- 
sion; and, provides continuity and 
resources for Chapter activities.

In early February, the Bird Island Flats 
Design Advisory Review Committee held 
its twentieth meeting since its creation one 
year ago. The degree of interdisciplinary 
co-operation which this diverse committee 
has repeatedly demonstrated is impressive. 
In its review of plans proposed by 
MASSPORT and private developers, the 
committee has served as an excellent 
model of how architects can, and should, 
work with other professionals to monitor 
the many inter-related facets of a large 
scale project such as Bird Island Flats. 
The BSA’s Urban Design Committee also 
has maintained a strong interest in the 
Bird Island Flats project and a monthly 
report is made to the UDC by the 
chairman. 


BIFDARC, as the committee is known, 
was formed in early 1982 in response to 
an agreement between MASSPORT and 
the East Boston community to establish a 
design review body to monitor the 
agency’s complex Bird Island Flats proj- 
ect; the project has three principal com- 
ponents: (1) a $100 million mixed-use ele- 
ment including high technology-oriented 
office and assembly space (to be devel- 
oped privately by Macomber Development 
Corp., with SOM’s Boston office as archi- 
tects) and hotel conference center; (2) a 
$200 million expansion of the airports air- 
cargo handling facilities (to be developed 
privately by individual air cargo handlers); 
and (3) Harborwalk, a public use water 
front park extending along Jeffries Cove 
(to be developed by MASSPORT). The 
mixed-use and Harborwalk elements will 
serve as a buffer between the nearby 
Jeffries Point neighborhood and the air 
cargo facilities. 


BIFDARC’s membership reflects a very 
broad and appropriate definition of 
“‘design.’’ David Dixon, AIA represents 
the Boston Society of Architects. Three 
months ago, at BIFDARC’s request, a 
representative of the Boston Society of 
Landscape Architects joined the Commit- 
tee. BIFDARC’s other members represent 


entities with a strong interest in the air- 
port’s development — representatives of 
AIR, Inc. (a group representing the East 
Boston community), representatives of the 
airport community (air cargo handlers), 
the Mayor’s Transportation Advisor and 
the Boston Harbor Associates. 


BIFDARC has interpreted ‘‘design’’ to in- 
clude a broad range of issues — built 
form and materials, the programmatic mix 
of uses, type and amount of employment 
generation, noise impacts, traffic, estab- 
lishment of a budget and program for 
Harborwalk, impact on East Boston’s im- 
age, and similar concerns. The Committee 
has participated in developer and consul- 
tant selection in addition to review and 
comment on the concerns identified 
above. BIFDARC’s ability to play a 
significant review role has been greatly 
strengthened by access to consultant sup- 
port from Stull Associates, Inc.; Stull’s 
analysis of specific concerns, such as 
budget options for the Harborwalk, has 
allowed the Committee to make recom- 
mendations which would not have been 
possible without technical support.

Author Receptions at the Bookshop 


The Friends of The Bookshop had a suc- 
cessful author reception for Susan & 
Michael Southworth. Over 100 guests 
arrived to share in the celebration of the 
Southworth’s new book Maps on 
January 26. 


On March 23, from 5:30 until 7:30 the 
Friends of The Bookshop will co-sponsor 
with Harvard University Press a reception 
for Naomi Miller and her new book on 
garden grottoes, Heavenly Caves: Reflec- 
tions on the Garden Grotto. This book is 
the latest in the World Landscape Art and 
Architecture Series from Braziller, and the 
only single work devoted exclusively to 
the history of the caves artificially en- 
hanced with both architectural and 
natural ornamentation. 


The first 2 chapters delve into ‘‘Metaphor 
of the Cosmos,’’ the beginnings of grot- 
toes as the creation of a cosmos in 
miniature — nature that is ‘‘cultivated 
and controlled.’’ Chapter two contains 
Classical literary sources of reference to 


grottoes and traces the use of grottoes as 
theater. This chapter also explains inter- 
pretations of the relationship of the grotto 
to the landscape. 


The history of grottoes is then traced 
from Biblical sources, Renaissance 
gardens, to the Baroque spectacles where 
nature was expected to be surpassed by 
showmanship. The final chapter brings 
grottoes up to the 20th century with 
designs for grottoes that include Philip 
Johnson’s own art gallery in Connecticut, 
the pavilion of pre-Columbian art at 
Dumbarton Oaks in Washington, and 
Jorn Utzon’s Selkeborg Museum in 
Berlin, among others. 


Naomi Miller is a professor of art history 
at Boston University. She was a senior 
research fellow at Dumbarton Oaks in 
1976-1977, and is currently editor of the 
Journal of the Society of Architectural 
Historians. 


The book is well-illustrated, has 144 pp. 
The paper back version sells for $10.95.
